[ AN INTRODUCTION ] 
— an 


1. Origin. 

Towards the close of the 19th century there were two educational 
systems in the field in India. On the ons hand there was an official 
university system, inaugurated’ by Macaulay; whose aim was to 
produce a class of people Indian by blood but English by culture for 
the facilitation of British administration in India. It adopted a foreign 
tongue as the medium of instruction and tended to alienate the 
sympathies of its alumni from the indigenous culture of the country. 
On the other hand, there was the native Pathshala System which had 
lost its vitality owing to the political vicissitudes and social 
upheavals of centuries and centuries. Its alumni were unfit to cope 
with the changed atmosphere created in India by the impact of a 
vigorous, scientific and materialistic Western Culture coming in the’ 
wake of the British rule. Under the circumstances Swami Dayanand, 
one of the greatest .reformers and scholars of the 19th century Indian 
renaissance, inculcated the Gurukula or “Teachers’ Home’ System, 
prevalent in ancient India when the country was at the zenith of its 
glory, as the ideal system of education: A band of patriotic 
enthusiastic idealists; headed by the late Swami Shraddhanand (then 
Mahatma Munshi Ram ) hailed the system as the best for the then 
existing needs of the country and tried ‘to translate its ideals into 
practice. The result was the establishment of the Gurukula. Kangri at 
the foot of the Himalayas on the bank of the Ganges near Hardwear in 
the beginning of the twentieth century.

2. Its Ideals. 


A Gurukula, in the modern acceptation of the term, is an 
educational institution in which the students after being initiated 


“according to ancient Indian rites, live in continual contact with the 


teachers while observing the rules of Brahmacharya ( Continence ) 
upto the age of 25, and are duly taught subjects like English, 
Western Philosophy, Politics, Economics, Physical Science, History 
etc. along with the Vedas and their auxiliary studies ( the 
Vedangas ), Sanskrit literature and other branches of ancient Sanskrit 
lore. The Gurukula system of education wants— 


(a) to revive the long forgotten ancient Indian system of 
Brahmacharya and make it the basis of education, 


(b) to provide an opportunity for the harmonious 
development of the physical, mental and spiritual faculties 
of students by rearing them in a healthy, stimulating and inspiring 
environment of beautiful natural sights and sounds, away from the 
pernicious influences of city-life, ~ 


(c) to develop * the character of the students and 


to foster in their minds love for the indigenous Indian culture, 
for’ plain living and high thinking and for knowledge for the sake 


of knowledge, .. 


(d) to create between the teachers and the taught relations 
of love like those between a father and a son, 


(e) to assign to Vedic and Sanskrit literature a place 
worthy of their importance in the scheme of education, and 
to adopt the mother-tongue ( Hindi ) as the medium of instruction 


upto the university standard, 

(£) to amalgamate the study of the ancient Indian 
branches of learning with that of the English language and .the 
modern sciences, x 
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(g) to purge the scheme of education of the defects of 
the examination— ridden system prevalent in the country, 


(h) to impart free education according to the ancient 
Indian ideal, i 


(1) to institute research into Indian philosophy, science 
and history, र 


(j) to create literature , concerning modern sciences and 
ancient Sanskrit learning, in Hindi—the national language of 
India. 


The Gurukula Kangri has been strenuously endeavouring, for the 
last fifty years to fulfil all these ideals. It was the first educational 
institution in India to adopt Hindi as the medium of instruction 
for modern sciences upto the university standard. That its efforts 
have been crowned with marked success is shown by the opinions of 
the distinguished persons who had been visiting the institution 
from time to time. The following are a few brief specimens of the 
kind of opinions they have been expressing regarding the nature, 
working and achievements of this institution:— 


Mahatma Gandhi, the Father of the Nation, said “Gurukula 
Kangri is a truly national self-governed institution.” 

Lord Meston when he was the Governor of the United Provinces 
said, “I have been more than reminded by visiting one of the most 
wonderful, interesting and stimulating institutions. Here we have a 
band of ascetics devoted to their duty, and working in the wilderness 
following the traditions of the ancient Rishis combined with the 
most modern scientific methods, and a set of students of strong in 
physique, obedient, loyal, truthful, devoted, extraordinarily happy 
and extraordinarily well-fed.” 


Mr. Ramsay Mcdonald, the premier of England, said after a

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sojourn in the Gurukula, *Gurukula is the most momentous thing in 
Indian Education that has been done since Macaulay set down to put 
his opinions into a minute in 1835. Every one, here in India is unhappy 
regarding results of that minute but no one so far as I have yet seen, 
save the founders of Gurukula, has translated his unhappiness into a 
new experiment.” 


Lord Islington, the president of the Royal Public Service 
Commission, said “The work done in the Gurukula interested me 
deeply and the inspirations that prompt that work elicit my admira- 
tion. The protracted life of discipline combined with a fine ascetic 
home environment should exercise a lasting influence on boys who will, 
hereafter, carry out useful careers in the best interests of the 


country.” 


Sir Michael Sadler, the president of the Calcutta University 
Commission, said, “The experiment of imparting higher education 
through the Vernacular has been pre-eminently successful in the 
Gurukula.” 


; Sir Ashutosh Mukerjee, the well-known Vice-Chancellor of 
the Calcutta University said, “The Gurukula is the only National 
Educational Institution.” 


Mr.C.D. Thompson Dean of the Faculty of Commerce, Allahabad 
University, said,“ The Gurukula is justly one of the most famous 
educational institutions of India............ The Gurukula has helped: 
me to understand India and will help me to help America to understand 


India.”

3. Life in the Gurukula. 


The Gurukula is a purely residential institution. Boys are 
recruited at the impressionable age of six to eight and reside 
in the Gurukula for full fourteen years under the supervision and 
guidance of self-sacrificing devoted teachers who live within the 
premises and are always accessible to the students; who are 
instructors in the class-room, tutors in the boarding-house ( Ashram ), 
companions on the play-ground, and friends in need or in case of 
difficulties and problems. The students cannot go home 
during the first ten years except under exceptional circum- 
stances. They can, however, spend their vacations at home or at 
centres of learning during the last four years of their educational 
career. During the summer vacations, they are generally sent 
in small batches, each under a teacher to roam about and visit 
well-known places of historical or scientific interest in the 
hills and plains. During the rest of the year they live in the 
Gurukula and are strictly made to pass through a daily routine 
of instruction, exercise, games and recreation scrupulously 
regulated. by experts with a view tothe cultivation of the 
faculties, the training of the intellect and the: development of 
character in a ‘perfectly controlled environment. The. beautiful 
enchanting natural sights and sounds of the environment sink, 
deep into their character while its romantic forests and wildernesses 
inevitably engender love of adventure and enterprise. From a 
comparatively early period of life, the boys are thrown considerably _ 
upon their own resources and have to answer many of their needs by 
means of their own devices with the help of the simple things 
available in nature. ‘This’ develops self-help; self-reliance and 
initiative. Their diet is healthy and simple but substantial and 
nutritious. Their dress is simple. Their daily routine is in 
every way calculated to accustom them to the changing weather 
and hardships of life 
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4. Courses of Instruction. 


The. compulsory course of instruction extends over fourteen 
years and is supplemented by two years post-graduate course which 
is optional. The first ten years are devoted to the school course 
and the succeeding four years to the college course. In the 
school course Sanskrit grammer, literature etc. are taught upto the 
‘Shastri Standard of the Punjab University or the Madhyama Standard 
of the Benaras Sanskrit College together with all the Matriculation 
subjects upto the Punjab Matriculation standard. In the college course, 
a student can join one of the three colleges — the Arts College, the 
Veda College and the Ayurveda College. The Arts and Veda Colleges 
teach English language and literature and the elective subjects: 
Philosophy, History, Economics, Politics and Chemistry besides all 
the branches of ancient Sanskrit learning. The Ayurveda College 
teaches a combined course of Ayurveda and Allopathy. There isa 
hospital called the Shraddhanand Sevashram where indoor and outdoor 
patients are treated free to provide the students an opportunity 
to learn practical work. The Ayurveda College is also equipped 
with laboratories, a dissection room, an X- Ray Plant, an operation 
theatre and other paraphernalia of an upto-date medical college. 
There is a library containing about forty thousand English, Hindi and 


. Sanskrit books and a reading room equipped with well-known news- 


papers and magazines. Both of them are accessible to the staff and 
students, and the students are particularly encouraged to use them. 
The colleges and the school have Hindi, Sanskrit and English clubs for 
practicing the artof public-speaking besides scientific and literary 
clubs in which the staff, the students or specially invited distinguished 
scholars speak from time to time. There is ample provision for modern 
games like hockey, football and cricket as well as for various native 
games like wrestling, kabaddi, swimming etc. Every student has to take 
part in some game or the other every day. Gardening, agriculture, 
photography, music and other hobbies are encouraged.

5. The Gurukula Colony. 


To provide standard Ayurvedic preparations to the public and 
to help its medical students learning the art of preparing them, the 
Gurukula has established an Ayurvedic Pharmacy which commands an 
extensive sale and has branches and agencies all over the country. To 
provide pure milk to students, the Gurukula has a big dairy farm of 
its own. The institution uses electricity on an extensive scale for 
light and machinery of several kinds. It has its own electric press 
for printing books, papers, etc. It has a chemical workshop where 
soap, ink, phenyle and other things are manufactured on a commercial 
scale. It has big agricultural farms and extensive gardens for growing 
corn and fruit. It has its own electrically-worked water-tower and 
machinery to supply water by means of pipes and taps everywhere 
within the institution. It has a big ghat on the Ganges Canal where 
students may bathe and learn swimming. The area of the premises is 
about a square mile. The staff and other workers reside 
within the premises whose different parts are connected with one 
another by up-to-date metalled roads. The Gurukula Kangri is , thus, 
a self-sufficient colony, a small university town. 


6. Special Features. 


Publie-speaking is particularly encouraged in Gurukula Kangri. 
The result is that about ninety-five per cent of its alumni are 
public speakers. Many of the Gurukula graduates have written and 
published books in Hindi and English on History, Philosophy, 
Religion, Medicine and various other subjects. The institution 
has a separate department for the manufacture of khaddar and 
no student can use any cloth but hand-spun and hand-woven khaddar. 
The students are particularly trained to take part in social activities; 
for example, several Gurukula graduates have done excellent work for 
the uplift of Harijans. The students and graduates of the Gurukula 
have always taken a very active part in all the movements initiated by 
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Mahatma Gandhi. Many of them went to jail in the non-co-operation 
movements of the Congress in 1930, 1942 and other years. Many of 
them are  office-bearers of Congress Committees and have from time 
to time been elected members.of provincial and central legislatures on 
Congress tickets. The Gurukula Kangri has never recognised distinctions 
of caste or class. Its portals have always been open to Brahmins and 
Sudras, the rich and the poor alike. All the students are treated as 
perfectly equal for purposes of dress, diet, education etc. All of them 
live, dine, play and study together and forget caste and class 
distinctions. 
7. Branches. 

The Gurukula Kangri is the central institution. There are several 
other Gurukulas, in different parts of the country, affiliated to it 
or recognised by it. There is a Gurukula for Girls at Dehradun. 
There are Gurukulas for boys at Kurukshetra (Punjab), Supa (Gujrat) 
and at several other places.

On a festive, blissful, mysteriously impressive occasion like the 
Golden Jubilee of the Gurukula University, it is incumbent on us to 
look backward and forward.

He 
collested thirty thoasand rupses, and the sale of his own property, 
including his home at Jullundur brought an additional sum of forty 
thousand rupees.And, according to the grace of God, it was given to him 
as a wise master-builder, to build the Gurukula on the magnificent site 

| donated by an anonymous donor, comprising an area of two thousand i 
and five hundred bighas of land at Kangri, Hardwar. He planted, | 
he watered; and God gave the increase. He himself remained in- 
charge of the institution from ibsfoundation up to the year 1917. 
In inspiring words, he expressed himself thus: "Ihe teachings of 
Rishi Dayanand and the truths of the Vedas saved me from all 

temptations. But the message of Siva Devi ( referring to the pathetic 
message of his dying wife to take care of their children after her 
death )rendered me fit for the position of an Acharya by developing 
in me the love ofa mother. According to the injunctions of the 
Vedas, an Acharya has to perform fully the duties of both father and 
mother' As the first high priest of purification at the Gurukula, 
he made that ideal real. I& has now become a distinguishing tradition 
of the institution. 


The future, it is fervently hoped, will add to the lustre, that | 
shines in the record ofthe past and the present.

Since the days of my childhood Ihave felt a mysterious attraction 
towards India and its culture which was later explained by an 
Indian friend of mine as arising from a recollection of my past 
experiences in the soil blessed by Mahavira, Budha, Sankara. and 
Chaitanya. Certain it is that I was deeply impressed by Indian thought 
in such a way as to place a durable imprint upon my mind and as to 
make me consider India as my second home: and indeed we are more 
indebted to the gurus who have imbribed us with eternal truths than to 
those. who are responsible for our carnal birth. 


I, therefore, participate in the events of India as: if,I were directly 
"interested in them: I followed with anxiety the various movements of 
the fight which led to her freedom; I noted with great satisfaction, 
during my last visit to India, the great achievements accomplished 
the success with which she met the difficulties of her new situation 
and the intensity of intellectual life which stimulates tho mind of the 
new generation. I was deeply touched by this fervour because I believe 
that India has still a great message to give to the world: a message of 
wisdom and peace. We happen to live at a crucial moment when man 
seems to be unmindful of the strifes and sacrifices. by which he 
conquered his-spiritual freedom; we are again.entangled in the snare. :of 
maya, we are still more in danger of being overcome by blind telluric 
forces. India should again revive the faith in the values of the spirit; it 
‚should help all those-of good-will to find a way-so.that.mere intellect as 
a cold wind does not kill with its frost the splendid meadow of. pootry, 
and those truths or imaginations which make us dream and discover in 
the world the traces of God. A civilization can not be based only upon 
technics and numbers; humanism should be revived in order that the 
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equilibrium may be restored between mind and soul which is on the 
verge of collapse. 

This, I think, is the duty which should be accomplished 
by the universities : this is the way which Pandit Nehru, follow- 
ing the path traced by the Mahatma, has shown to India in his 
memorable speech in the Columbia University, a speech which showed 
itself unique among the speeches of political mén of our time so dry 
and poor. | 

This is the way which the Upamshadic seers have anticipated.
